Mr Hayllar opened the case for the ph 
tiff. He said the plaintiffs. were mer- 
‘chants carrying 210 business in this Colony. 
The defendant, was master of the steamship 
Midlothian then under time charter, Qn the 
25th of May, the veasel then being in 
harbour, Mr Holmes, ship broker, callod 
upon the plaintiffs and told them that the 
aaid ship was open for charter. The 
plaintifis agreed to charter her for Singapore 

for, $5,000. Messrs Stovens & Co. tele- 
graphed to the time chartorers about the 
matter, who replied that they would necept 
the: offer, provided’ plaintiffs would pay 
stevedorage and wharfage dues. This was 
refused, Ultimately Mr Holmes informed 
the plaintifis that he had en the 
Midwthion on their. terms for Singapore. 
On the 27th of May the plaintiffs advertised 
the vessel as being bound for Singapore. 
Haintiffe received from 
‘Means Stevens & Oo. aimenio, to the effect 
that the Midlothian would be ready to load 
on Monday’ morning, a8 her first lay day 
then commenced. The plaintiff had gone 
on. board the vessel and had been shown all 
the: accommodation, &., and been other- 
wise treated as the charterer. A short 
time later the plaintiffs had received a mea- 
! that they could not have the vessel, 
and she ultimately ssiled for Saigon on 
the ‘Slst:.of. May. tiffs had always 
been ready. and. willing to fulfil the 
sontract.. The plaintiffs had incurred 
heavy ‘expensea,’ and had. lost all the 
profits which they would have gained by tho 
performance of the contract.. The! charter 
party-had been. closed.by.

Mr Hayllar again objected to a question 
in a similar form. - He said it was purely a 
question.of law, and Mr James’s concoption 
could have no bearing on the point at issue, 

The Attorney General said he would put it 
on another ground. The telegram with 
words about heavy damages would show 
the state of witness's opinion un the matter. 

The question was admitted, and the oft- 
repeated answer again given. ; 

‘Mr Hayllar said it mattered not what Mr 
Tnmes thought about the mutter. ‘The Cap; 
tain was bound by the law if ho made a 
contract, either with or without the autho- 
rity of the vwners,- 

The Attorney General ‘said ho meant to 

persist to the end... He would have as clear 
an answer to the latter part as he had got 
to the first.

‘He was not quite 
sure of the exact time when the Captain 
came to the office, It might have been five 
minutes before that hour or five minutes 
after it. - Witness thought it very unlikely 
that he should say that they would 
not wait, and so they took the responsibi- 
lity of closing the matter. On the 27th 
they received a telegram to the offect that 
the Midlothian. had chartered for Sai- 
on. “He communicated this to Mr 

‘olines. -Witness asked him to see the 
charterers to see what could be done in the 
way of cancelling the charter. This they 
refused to do, but were willing to take 
another‘ateamer, © That would bo on the 
28th, They wired that the charterers re- 
fused to cancel. They had not as agents 
communicated directly with Hing Kee, but 
through" Mr Holmes, who endeavoured to 
arrange matters nmicably, Witness en- 
deavoured to get Hing Kee a steamer in 
place of the thian, but there was no 
vessel here time. Mr Holmes was 
their agent. He brought an offer from Hing 
Kee. ‘The Captain's name was added to the 
tulegramn sent‘on the 28th meroly to show 
that he was louking . after the intercats of 
Macalister & Co. They wrote and informed 
Hing Kee that she would be ready to load 
on Monday. ° This letter was written in the 
Captain's interests, They felt they were 
acting as agents for the captain at this 
timo, The Captain was shown a draft of 
the charter party on the morning of the 
26th. Tho draft produced was the-one 
which the. Captain was shown. It. was in 
the samo condition then as now. It was in 
Mr Holmes’ handwriting. The Captain 
was not shown the draft. charter party be- 
fore Mr Holmes was instructed ‘to close. 


The Captain knew tlie terms of Hing Kee’s 
offer. Witness did not communicate to the 
Captain that Hing Kee was to pay steve- 
dorage until some time afterwards. 

The Attorney General continued the 
cross-exatnination at great length as ta the 
understanding which existed. hetween wit- 
ness's firm and the Captain at the time the 
charter party was entered intu, and as to 
whether witness had ever heard of o trans- 
action in which the agent of a principal em- 
ployed another sub-agent to act for himself 
irrespective of that principal. Also about 
a: letter which witness had written; and 
which Captain Chester had signed. 

Re-exnmined ;—Witness said it wes the 
‘general: practice ‘that thd oaptains should 
sign the charter party. There was no. col- 
Jusion between witness and Captain Chester 
about the letter. The former wrote and 
the latter signed. Of course, they were all 
dissatisfied at tho refusal of Macalister &Co. 
to accept this charter, the Captain eapecially.

The suits had been - originally “instituted 
respectively against and by W. G. Scott, 
who was at the time of the cullision the 
Commander of tho: Leaping, Lit'after his 
death on the 21st instant during hearing of 
the suits, it- becamo necessary to provide 
for their continuance, and, with the re- 
quisite consent, an ordor was made on the 
22nd instant, substituting Lieut. Bignold’s 
name for that of Commander Scott. 
The caso made, by, the ownera of the Ho- 
chung in their petition (which was the first 
to be filed), may bs summarised thus: On 


the night in question the Hochung, while (L. 


steering on acourse N.E, } E. magnetic, 
sighted a dark object between one and two 


miles. off and. bearing 1} tol} points on’ 


the: starboard bow. She continued her 
course for about a minute, and finding that 
the bearing of the dark object did not 
change, she starboarded. half a point to 
givé it more room, and resumed her course, 
the object. meanwhile. opening out on the 
starboard bow. When it had got to between 
three ani fot points ‘on that bow, and 
when about a quarter of a mile off, it was 
discovered to be o steamer, and her red 
light coming into view (no lights’ whatever 
having been seon up till that time) the 
master of the Hochung starboarded twice, 
and then hard-a-starbuarded, but in spite of 
these efforts.to get away from the steamer 
(which ‘turnod out tobe the Lapwing), tho 
Hochung was run into on her. starboard 
quarter at a-distance of 64 foct from her 
stern, and shortly afterwards ennk: It is 
alleged further inthe 9th paragraph of tho 
petition that ‘those on-bour the Lapwing 
did not render such assistance to the Ho- 
chung and her crow after the collision to 
save them from the danger caused thereby 
as they might have rendered, without dan- 
ger to the Lapwing or her crew.” 

The case made by the ZLopwing may be 
summarised thus ; While steering S.W. by 
W.4W., she. sighted the masthead light 
of a steamer that proved to be the Hochnag, 
threo to four miles off, and bearing between 
1 and 2 points on the port bow, and shortly 
afterwards sho sighted the red light. She 
continued her course till the vessels were 
within a distance of from half a mile toa 
mile vf each other, and then her helm was 
gradually ported till) she brought the 
Hochung's red light about. 5_ points on her 

ort bow.’ But the Hochwig now altering 
first showing her green light in 
addition to the other two, and then shut- 
ting out her red—stood across the Lapwiny's 
bows. The helm of the’ latter was at once 
put hard-a-port, and her starboard engine 
reversed full. speed to bring her round 
quicker, her port engine the while going full 
speed ahead. Tho two vessels nevertheless 
came into collision, the port bow- of the 
Lupuing atriking the starboard quarter of 
the Hochuny, and causing her to sink in 50 
minutes. In answer to the Mth paragraph 


of the Hochung'’e petition, it is pleaded | 


‘‘ that the auggestion therein contained that 
those on board the Lapwing did not.render 
proper assistance. to the Huchwng is 
absol tely untrite,” 2 

Tt will be seen from these statements of 
the two casos that they are widely at vari- 
ance, the Hochung alleging that the Lap- 
wing was on her starboard side all the time 
from being sighted until the collision, and 
the Lapelug onserting that éhe waa on the 
port bow of the Hochung from tho firat, and 
only was brought on the starboard bow by 
the atarboarding of th tng, the fuster 
boat. It follows from this that, accurding 
to the Hochung's story, the vessels would 
have pa gsd on the starboard sido af each 
other, had no alteration heen made in the 
ZLapping's. course, while, according to the 
Lapwing's story, both vessels would have 
passed on the port side of éach other, if no 
alteration had been made in the. Hochnng's 
course. It thus becomes of vital importance | 
to determine—and this ig the first puint. for 
determination—which of the twa versions 
as to the bearing of the ships .from each 
ather, and the sides from which they 
approached each other, is the true one. 


But before I deal with that question, I 
roust refer to’ tho ‘9th: paragraph of the 


Hochwng’s petition, the one which alle; 
that the Lapwiny did: not render to- the 
Hoehung mgh agatanoa atter the collision 
as she might have done: - Very oarly in the 
progress of the Lapwing's case, I intimated

Mr Frahm, 
a nautical man‘and o witness for thd Ho- 
chung, estimated it at between one and two 
miles (and he was ‘correct in his estimate, 
for wo learnt subsequently from Coptain 
Scott: that tho distance was.1} niles), and 
the ten minutes that the chief officer allows 
is precisely the time that the Hochui i 


require to do that distance, and was.there- 
fore entirely exhawated before the Lapwing 
could usefully.do anything except looking 
after hor own damage, As T have said, no 
other witness is asked anything on_ the 
subject, and it must ‘have been, therefore, 
ao far as appears from the evidence, solely 
on this opinion of the chief officer that the 
allegation was founded, and yet-the Ho- 
chung’s own witness.(Mr Frahm) had sup- 
‘plied information which showed that the 
chief officer’s catimate was absurd, IT will 
add only that the Assessora entertain the 
strongest opinion that not only was theto 
no foundation for the allegation that the 
Lapwing did not render assistance, but 
that, in their opinion as practical seamen, 
she acted with great promptitude, and dit 

all that could be expected of her in the 
eircumetances, i 

I return now to the relative bearings ot 
the ships ua they became visible to. and- ap- 
proached each other. And in this con- 
nection it was contended on behalf of the 
Lapwing that if the Court should come to 
the conclusion that the Lapwing was not on 
the starboard bow of the Huchung, as the 
latter had alleged, there would be ansend 
of. her case on the firat. petition, in con- 
formity with the ‘rigid but wholesome 
rule” that has been laid down in the Anne 
(Lush, 55), the Hast Lothian (Lush. 241), 
and the Haswell (Br. and Lush 247), viz., 
that a plaintiff in Adiniralty is only entitled 
to recover secundum allegate et probata. I 
understood the Counsel for the Hockung to 
assent to this proposition—at any rate he 
stated he had uo authorities to cite in oppo- 
sition to theso—and in my opinion the pro- 
position is well founded. refer to the 
more recent caae of the Alice and the Rosita 
R., 2 P.C., 214) as anauthority for these 
two positions—first, that when two vessols 
are in notion, their bearings with regard to 
-each pther are a most material fact to be 
alleged and proved; and,. secondly, that 
whero a material allegation of the plaintiff's 
is disproved by the evidence, the case must 
altogether fuil. 

How then stands tho evidence on: this 
all-important point, which involves of 
courso the statement of the manner. in 
which, . according’ to the Huchwng, — the 
collision was occasioned? On her behalf, 
her cuptain, a Chinese quartermaster, and 
a Chinese look-out, all stated positively— 
and their evidence was notishaken upon 
cross-cxamination—that the Lapwing was 
on their atarbonrd bow, and they described 
the collision as occuring as it is stated in 
the petition to have occurred. On behalf of 
the Lupwing, there were called to establish 
this point in her favour, Mr Hall (tho 
officer of the watch), Ryan (the lock-out) 
a Jeuding seaman named Chesterfiold, 
and o second-class petty officer named 
Deacon, ‘ These afl declare. that they saw 
first the mast-head light of the Hochung on 
the port bow, next tle red light still on the 
port bow, aud afterwards the green, us she 
was crossing the Lupwiny's bows just before 
the collision ; nor was their evidence at all 
shaken ‘on  cross-examination, Putting 
aside the evidence of two others of the 
Lapwing’s crew (Woodward and Crouch)— 
who testify merely to the fact that they 
heard the look-out Ryan report a light on 
the port bow, spun which Crouch, who. 
was. at the wheol, added. he then got the 
order from the’ otticer of the watch to port 
—thore are ao far three witnesses (of whom 
twoure Chinese) for the , Hochung and four 
{all English) for the Lapwing, But several 
members of the crew of the Lapwing were 
called on behalf of the Huchung to give 
evidonée as tw the condition of the 
Lapwing's lights, and two of these witnesses 
(Mullins and Nolan) gave evidence on the 
part of the ‘case I am at present dealing 
with, which is of great importaice. Being 
called to give damaging evidence—which 
they did give—as to the: lighta of the 
Enpwing, they cannot bo considered as in 
any degree hostile witnesses to the Hochung, 
and moreover, the fact (as I believe it is; 
that they attended in Court upon a sub- 
poona,. without having been previously 
ake as to, the evidence they could give 
about the position of ‘the ships, is to my 
mind adinothing’ of a guarantee that they 
were stating. simply what they knew on 
the subject. Now Mullins, ono of these 
witnessea, says in re-exumination—' 1 
heard the light reported by Kyan.; his 
words were ‘A light off the port bow, 
sir,’” and, in reply to the Counsel for the 
Lapwing, he further. says—“ Mr Hall re- 
plied, ‘ Very good’ tothe report uf .the 
lookout, and then ‘sung out, ‘Is our: port 
light burning?” Of course, if the Huchung's 
account of the collision was correct; it 
would, atthe. time the Lapwing’s look-out 
reported the Hochung’s light, have been the 
starboard. light that Mr Hall would have 
muatde special enquiries about, They Nolan,
